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THE "SMALL COLLEGES." 

"It is. indeed, il small college, yrl 
yet there lire those who love it," were 
t hr simple words w hich, on the trem¬ 
bling lips of Daniel Webster, nt the 
close of . his magnificent- argument in 
the Ditrt month ('allege < use. moved to 
tears some of t lie stern judges of the. 
I’llit ed. Stat es Supreme Court. 

"It is the so-railed small colleges 
that are often the largest in their 
results," said President Charles K. 
Knox, of Newark.- at the Hamilton 
< ollegc dinner Tuesday night. reported 
iii allot her eolnmn. 

That Welist er’s t ruism is uneontiucd 
in its applieationis apparent from the 
eathnsiastie manifestations of love 
and devotion for iilmn muter which 
inevitably characterize thi* annual 
reunions of the alumni of "small rob 
leges" in this fity and elsewhere. 

The truth of Dr. Knox’s statement 
is admitted by many who with eoin- 
meiidahle pride point to one of the 
"large-colleges” as t heir mIiiih nmter. 
It is the. quiet, faithful, earnest, per¬ 
sonal. hand-to-hand contact of the 
professor in the small colh-gc with his 
pupils which produces the "la rue 
results.” His influence isTnoruTas well 
as intellect uni, and is concent rat cd on 
a comparatively limited numlicr of 
students. He takes a personal and 
intelligent interest in every one of his 
pupils. He knows- not only their 
names, hut lie knows their personal 
traits, their particular liahits, their 
respective talents, their- methods of 
reasoning and of syuly. the strength 
and the weakness of each, lie is thus 


who is properly prepared, who is 
strong in mind and body, who can 
resist all temptations and who has 
made up his mind to work, is hound 
to succeed in any College. Hut the 
hi rye colleges at t met that class of stu¬ 
dents who yo to College to havea good 
time, or because it is the tiling for 
their set to do, because that college 
won the foot hall championship or the 
baseball pennant, because such a 
"jolly crowd” go there. 'These gener¬ 
ally fall by the wayside about, the 
close of the sophomore year, but their 
names goin theeatulogucall the same. 
They may even linger on and secure a 
diploma,but are seldom heard of after¬ 
ward. 

'The small college, on t he contrary, 
attracts a larger proportion of young 
men with limited means-, but with ail 
earnest purpose and great ambition. 
'They are drawn thither, perhaps, by 
tin- fame of some one of its professors, 
t lie t hoionghnrss of it s course or the 
personal character or eminence of 
some of its alumni. 'These are the 
studelits wIlf) generally succeed in eol 
lege and after grndn.-it ion V. )'. Mail 
mill /-..vpress. 

'Till-: above should be brought to the.

lins ('ollegc. It is by no means only 
at tin-great universities that a thor¬ 
ough t raining is t o lie had. 'They ha ve 
advantages, it is true, which the 
smaller colleges cannot command^ but 
they have also their well known draw¬ 
backs and tempt at ions, especially t o 


recent cold weather. His land is close
